Kor local consumption sales were mainly for 
cash, He thought the legi-vimate trade could 
be accomplished without selling every bushei 
of corn Or wheat about 2U times. Large por- 
tion of all sales were prrely speculative. 
Speculative sales made ‘by @ brokers 
were principally for outsides. 
A large purtion of the amount 
charged tor commissions was paid out of the 
pockets of speculators. Sales of wheat, in- 
cluding futures for eleven months of the 
present year were 613,000,000, and of corn 
391,000,000 bushels. Bometimes corn fur Iim- 
mediate consumption was sold at a djgher 
price than was demanded if corn was to be 
exported, The object was to. sustain 
the price. Last monta it was reported 
that 14 cents a bushel more* was 
asked for wheat to be used here than for 
wheat that was to be exported.

THE CAVE DWELLERS. 

Wasuincron, December 29.—Colonel James, 
Stephenson, of the bureau of ethnology has 
returned from New Mexico where be has been 
making some further explorations of the 
ancient cliff towns. He bas made an impor- 
tant discovery which is believed to definitely 
fix the cave “wellers at a much later period 
than has been supposed by archeologists. It 
has been thought heretofore that these cave- 
dwellers lived far back in the distant past 
measured by hundred ages. Colonel Ste- 
phenson’s discoveries indicate that not more 
than three cen'uries ago the were living 
in these habitations carved out at the 
face of the cliffs, and that the race is of 
the comparatively recent time. This 
conclusion is arrived at by the finding ofa lot 
of mummies wel] preserved, founh in_posi- 
tion in a cyst encased in a fabric woven from 
amaterial resembling cotton.
